The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Purness  is  situnted  in  the  North 
TTestem  part  of  the  County  Of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of 
5arrcv.--in-F'jziness  and  the  Rural  District  of  Ulverston,  Height  above  Ordnance 
Datum  varies  betv;een  85O  feet  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  west. 

There  are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various  pants  of  the  District  and  in  the 
past  there  has  been  extensive  mining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface 
considerably  scanred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  area  flooded  v/ith  water. 

The  chief  industries  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-making,  clothing 
manufacture  and  agricudture , but  a large  proportion  of  the  male  ?rorking 
population  is  emplo^^ed  in  the  shipyards  and  steelworks  at  Barrow.  The  viscose 
factory  started  production  at  the  end  of  1958,

154-  births  were  registered,  75  being  males  and  79  femnles.  2 males 
and  1 female  were  illegitimate. 


Approximately  69^  of  the  deaths  v/ere  in  persons  of  65  years 
over  and  the  principal  causes  of  death  vvere;-  Heart  disease  4-6, 
growths  25  and  Vascular  lesions  of  nervous  system.  17.  Of  the  46 
Heart  disease,  19  were  due  to  Coromarpr  ilrterp''  disease.

The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in-Purncss  is  provided  with  water  hy  the 
5arroT:-in-Pi.irness  coiporation  in  mains  belonging  to  the  County  Borough^  Council, 
Dalton  is  supplied  from  Poaka.  Beck  Reservoir  and  Askam  from  the  Ulpha  intake  of 
the  River  Duddcn, 

The  supply  was  adequate  during  the  year,  but  some  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  keeping  adequate  pressure  to  some  houses  on  high  level  at  times  of  peak  demand. 

The  public  supply  now  serves  3j732  houses  direct  and  the  number  served  by 
standpipes  remains  the  same  as  before,  nejnely  13.  There  are  17  houses  sux-plied 
from  private  sources,

The  sewage  from  Dalton  is  taken  to  screening  tanks  near  the  site  of  the  old 
gastvorks  and  the  effluent  ? s then  discharged  to  the  Barrow  Corporation  sewera.ge 
system.  The  sewage  from  Askam  is  pjassed  througln  screening  tanks  and  the  effluent 
discharged  to  the  Duddon  Estu-ar^r.  Sewage  from  the  hamlets  of  Nev'rton  and  Martin 
passes  through  settling  tanks,  the  effluent  being  dischai’ged  to  streams,  Lindal 
possesses  a modern  sewage  works  and  full  trea.tment  is  given,  the  effluent  being 
discharged  into  a neaxby  stream. 

During  the  year  20  privy  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  virater  closets, 
HOUSING 


Property  in  the  District  is  generally  60-80  years  old,  terrs.ee  typje, 
opening  direct  on  to  the  street.  For  the  m.ost  part  the  houses  are  structurs.lly 
scund,  but  many  are  v/ithout  modern  amenities  such  as  baths  and  hot  waier  system. 
There  is  e.  genei’al  lo.ck  of  dsmp  courses  but  little  evidence  of  rising  dampness. 
Repairs  and  improvements  are  slow'  to  be  carried  out,  A notable  feature  is  the 
mambe-r  of  houses  'which  are  ovmer  occupied,  this  is  estimated  by  the  Rates 
Dep'-'^rtment  as  over  60^, 

The  t'welve  bungalows,  comprising  the  scheme  for  providing  special  housing 
accommodation  for  the  aged,  v/ere  completed  during  the  year.  Eleven  ha.ve  been 
occupied  by  old  peopde  and  the  twelfth  by  the  warden.  All  the  tenants  greatly 
appreciate  the  special  a.ccommodation  provided.

In  presenting  this  portion  of  the  ibinual  Report,  I m pleased  to  say  that 
the  vrorh  of  the  Health  Doprrtnent  raid  Cleansing  Service  has  proceeded  normally 
and  notliing  of  a serious  nature  ha.s  occiirred. 

Routine  vrork  has  a.ga.in  proceeded  on  a mox’e  normal  level,  except  tha.t 
clerical  a.ssistaaicc  has  to  he  given  in  the  vrork  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department, 

As  reported  Ic.st  year,  the  repair  of  pj.''operty  has  ea.sed  when  compared  ^'Ith 
recent  years  hut  there  appears  to  he  a shortage  of  huilding  tra.de  la.hour  in 
the  toT.n  a.s  it  is  a.  lengthy  husiicss  to  get  repairs  carried  out. 

Three  Certificates  of  Disrepair  vrcre  granted  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957^ 
hut  there  does  not  aipaear  to  he  any  demand,  for  Certificates  cancelliag  those 
tha.t  '..rore  issued.  It  is  obvious  from  inquiries  thal  tenants  are  quite  content 
to  pay  the  iicrea.se  in  rent  x"j-''ovided  thah  the  house  is  properly  repaired,

The  Council  ha.s  ma.de  fifty  grants,  most  of  them  are  nhal  a,re  now  known 
a.s  Standard  Grants,  and  -\vhilst  the  jrocedtro  is  more  si-iple  for  the  applicants 
the  new  scheme  entails  more  work  in  the  Dep.^rtnent , This  is,  however,  a 
circumstance  for  which  we  must  he  satisfied  ov/ing  to  the  increased  standard  of 
houses  which  is  p/j-'O^'^ced,  In  twenty  nine  ca.ses  the  T.'ork  was  comiileted  and  the 
grants  pa.id.  It  is  a.gain  pointed  out  tha.t  landlox'ds  are  not  taJciig  advanta.ge 
of  this  scheme,  these  grants  being  ma.de  to  owner  occupiers.  None  of  the  vrork 
th-is  year  res’ulted  in  a.dditional  accommoda.tion.

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  whilst  causing  considerable  amount  of 
work,  ha.ve  been  thoroughly  beneficia.l  and  most  of  the  smrller  shops  now  oarry 
criLy  pre-pa.cked  articles  of  food. 

The  most  noticeable  improvements  have  been  in  butchers  shops  and  the  ; ' ■ 
response  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  has  been  most  sa.tisfying.  The 
education  of  food  handlers  is  carried  on  when  visits  are  Eia.de  to  this  cla.ss  of 
premises,  tihs  being  in  zrrj  opinion  the  best  method  of  carrying  out  the  \7ork.
